It was not my intention. iMr. Chairman, to 
have protracted, by any agency of mine, the 
debate upon the question now under discus- 
sion, which, however interesting in some of 
its aspects, did not seem to me to present con- 
siderations that could he pressed with a pro- 
bability of changing the views of those to 
whom they would be addressed. 
While 


therefore 1 listened with pleasure and with 
advantage to the arguments of gentlemen 
who hold dilierentopinionp, 1 had not ihe most 
remote idea of participating in this discussion 
—nor should I, but for the proposition made 
yesterday by the Lfoii. gentleman from Mary- 
land, (Mr. HOWARD.)" That proposition is. 
in my judgment, so exceptionable as to justi- 
fy, if not to call for, some expression of my 
d'isscntfhim it. 
1 am sure nothing is farther 


from his sentiments—nothing was more dist- 
ant from his thoughts or intentions—for there 
is no man in this House or out of it in whose 
patriotism or purity i have more entire confi- 
dence, and if proof of either were wanting, 
the fact that if it should be adopted, his amend- 
ment would operate against his political 
friends furnishes it—but my honorable friend 
will, J trust, pardon me when 1 say that his 
proposition strikes me ns being at war with 
the' very foundation-principles of our insti- 
tutions, and is one that, f am persuaded, this 
House cannot affirm without doing violence 
to the Constitution ofthe United States. 


The first stone laid in your political edifice 


is popular sovereignty—thai each citizen lia- 
able to be operated upon in his interests or 
person by vour legislative or executive offi- 
cers shall, subject to such Slate regulation as 
may exist, have a voice, mediately or direct- 
ly, in their selection. Who chooses the Pres- 
ident of the United Stales.1 The people of 
the United States. 
[ would ask then if the 


choice of a Chief Magistrate shall be affected 
according- to the apportionment under the 
census of 1820, if his election will not have 
been virtually the act of something less than 
nine millions federal population, instead of 
that ofthe twelve millions or thereabouts, 
who have been lately ascertained to be in the 
United States, and who have iirno a right to 
participate in Ihe exercise or'this, ihe highest 
of all civil rights. 
Nor is this pet haps, al- 


though bad, the worst feature in this amend- 
ment; for. while its operation will be restric- 
tive, it will be most unequal—while it re- 
tains to one—to several States, four 1 believe, 
a vote more respectively than they can soon 
claim, it will deprive others, no fewer than 
eleven, of notlessthun twenty-night votes.— 
Suppose we laku forty-eight thousand as the 
standard number. 1 take it because il is 
most likely to be fixed on here; but whniiitr 
or not, it will answer my present purpose. 
New Hampshire. Massachusetts, Maryland, 
and Virginia, will each lose a vote. Now, 
sir, I iiclimt this is to be rfcgretied.

If other reasons were wanting for reject- 


ing the proposition ofthe honorable genlle- 
man from Maryland, they would be found in 
the Coiistitutio'n of the United States, which 
in the first section of the second article pro- 
vides that "the Executive power shall be vest- 
ed in a President of the United States of A- 
ineriea. lie shall hold his ollico during the 
term of four years; and together wilh the 
Vice President, chosen for the same lerm. be 
eleclcd as follows:—Ivich State rhall appoint^ 
in such manner as the Legislature thereof 
may direct, a number of electors equal to the 
whole number of Senators and Representa- 
tives to which the State may be entitled in 
the Congress." 
The question, and the im- 


portant question then arises, to how many 
Representatives is each State entitled !— 
The solution is furnished by the same great 
charter to which I have just referred. 
In the 


first article of the Constitution, (section -Jnd) 
it is said. "Representatives and direct taxes 
shall be apportioned among the several States 
which may be included within this Union ac- 
cording to their respective numbers, which 
shall be determined adding lot he whole num- 
ber of free persons, including those bound to 
service fin- a term of years, and excluding In- 
dians not taxed, three-fifths of all other per- 
sons. 
The actual enumeration Khali be made 


within three vears after the first meeting of 
the Congress of the United States, and with- 
in every subsequent term often years, in such 
manner as they shall by law direct." 
Here 


is an imperative duty enjoined—the number 
ufRepresentatives ahull be determined, &c. 


The moment the enumeration 5s made, 


which i-knil be done once in every ten years, 
tliu rciaiivc strength ofthe parties to our po- 
litical compact is changed, and the right to 
their full representation being vested, wails 
onlv for legislation to give ii full exercise.— 
It is the duty of the growing States to abide 
the eiiect of the last enumeration, and the 
representation based upon it—this is hard e- 
nouirh, for they increase so rapidly as to have 
eight years out often a considerable number 
of citizens umcprosenlod. 
So soon, howe- 


ver, as a new census has been taken, you are 
bound by every consideration of constitution- 
al duty—by every obligation of justice, to give 
fair ullhct to the growth of population, and to 
authorise a representation commensurate 
with Ihe aggregate of the citizens in every 
Stale, according lo what shall be deemed a 
reasonable ratio. These remarks apply e- 
quiiliy to the electoral colleges that will short- 
ly be chosen, as to the delegation in Ihe 23d 
Congress, except that the incongruiiy will be 
greatest in the latter case, if the amendment 
shall be adopted, for then we shall have on 
this floor Representatives of 40,000, and at 
the same time, and in the same body, Repre- 
sentatives" of 43,000 souls. 
To shew the 


sense of those who framed the constitution, I 
refer to ihu act of March, 1792. in enacting 
which many of those shared, who were in ihe 
convention that formed the constitution. 1. 
regard this legislative interpretation, as a 
true exponent of the intentions of that body 
—almost as much to be confided in, as if the 
construction had been declared by the con- 
vention itself. The act provides ihal ihe "c- 
iectuis shall be equal to the Senators and Rep- 


i rCsunlalh es to which lite several Slates may, 


by law, be entit'ed at the time when Ihe Pres- 
ident and Vice President, thus lo be chosen, 
should come into office: Provided always, 
lhal where no apportionment of Representa- 
tives shall have been made alter any enumer- 
ation, at the time of choosing electors, then 
ihe number of electors shall be according to 
the existing apportionment of Senator? and 
Representatives." J! eru we sec thai in J 1 
(.)'2, 


it was thought that ifan apportionment WH* 
made, the number of electors must be fixed 
by it, so lhal according lo ihis construction 
the gentlemen's amendment ought not to 
prevail: but 1 go further, and say lhal we are 
bound lo give full eiiecl lo ihe new census, & 
thai nothing short of some great moral or 
physical cause, creating a disability to dis- 
charge rightly this duty, will excuse us.

SPRAINS. 


There are few tilings in which people 


commit more serious errors,than in the 
management of the various accidental 
injuries to which tbe human body is 
liable. There is nothing, nevertheless, 
in which they are more fond of interfe- 
ring. 
The increase of suffering which 


their unskilful management so often 
produces—the conversion by it of a tri- 
vial accident into one implicating a 
limb, or even the life of an individual 
—convey to many of these would-be- 
surgeons no warning lesson, nor deter 
them, in any degree, from pursuing, in 
other instances, tbe same reprehensible 
course. 
We propose, on the present 


occasion, to offer some few remarks on 
the proper course to be pursued in ca- 
ses of sprains ; not with tbe view of 
teaching people to be their own sur- 
geons when such an accident has occur- 
red, but to point out to them how they 
may avoid increasing the amount of in- 
jury they have sustained, previously to 
the arrival of surgical aid. 


In the first place, «e would remark, 


lhat injuries inflicted upon tbe joints 
are always attended with serious conse- 
c]uences, unless their management be 
conducted from ibe very first wtih pro- 
per ikiH. When ol any extent, injuries 
of thesf parts produce a very rapid and 
extensive swelling, which renders it im- 
possible oflen for any one hut an experi- 
enced surgeon Jo determine whether 
the joint has Mifiercd merely a sprjiu 
or a dislocation ; if *,he treatment were 
to be conducted on ihe supposition that 
the former only was the case, when in 
fact the Jatler had taken place, every 
one will readily perceive thai tlie pa- 
tient will run the risk ofljeing rendered 
lame for life. 
To determine the very 


nature and extent of the accident, ilicre- 
fore, requires a minute acquaintance 
•with the anatomy of the pa? ts affected, 
•which no one but a professional man 
can be expected to possess. 


In sprains, complete rest of the part 


js all-important; immediately, there- 
fore, after the accident hasoccurred, the 
patient should be laid in a horizoniaJ po- 
sition, if the injured joint be one of those 
appertaining to the lower extremity, or 
to the trunk of the body. 
In sprains of 


tbe shoulder, elbow, or wrist, a silling 
posture is to be preferred, the limb be- 
ing supported in a sling, or by being 
laid upon a table. An elevated posi- 
tion of the affected partis aho necessa- 
ry. 
By allowing it to hang down, the 


pain and suffering of the patient are in 
creased, and the rapidity and extent of 
the swelling are always greater. 


AII handling or twisting of the sprain- 


ed joint must be carefully avoided, as it 
tends greatly to augment the injury.— 
A vulgar prejudice very generally pre- 
vails, that sprains require to be ••»£/, in 
the same manner as a dislocated bone; 
and accordingly the joint is pulled, 
kneaded, and twisted by the ignorant 
bystander—increasing in this manner 
the agony of the unfortunate sufferer, 
and retarding materially the cure. The 
tendons, ligaments, arid occasionally 
the muscles about the injured joint, 
have all suffered a violent distention or 
twisting, by which their sensibility is 
greatly increased ; and in consequence, 
they are liable, upon the application of 
the least additional irritation,to become 
violently inflamed. 
This can, in fact, 


only be prevented, in all considerable 
sprains, by keeping the part at perfect 
rest; and by the use of soothing and se- 
dative.- applications. 


Tight bandaging a sprained joint, 


with the view of preventing it from 
swelling, is another injurious practice 
commonly resorted to. 
So far from 


preventing the tumefaction of the inju- 
red part, it very generally invites and 
increases it. 
As a general practice, it 


is far better to leave the joint, until the 
arrival of the surgeon, entirely uncov- 
ered and exposed to the air. 


Warm or even hot fomentations, or 


poultices and iiriialive washes and lini- 
ments, aie other favorite remedies with 
the vulgar in cases of sprain. These 
applications do barm, however, in near- 
ly every case—increasing the pain and 
swelling, and accelerating the occur- 
rence of inflammation. 
If any applica- 


tion be made to the part before profes- 
sional assistance can be oblajned, it 
should merely be a soft linen or muslin 
cloth, wet with cold water; or when 
prejudice is too strong to allow the use 
of so simple a remedy as water, it may 
be medicated by the addition of a little 
vinegar.

proof of malfeabilHy and ductility of some 
of these castings, which were equal lo 
any wrought iron. 
A casl screw was 


bent double, and hammerer] down Oat 
and close, w i t h o u t exhibiting any signs 
of a crack. 


The castings which we examined 


were very smooth, and would not re- 
quire one half the labor in filing that 
well forged iron would ; and were ca- 
pable of being case-hardened for any
